Ret bureau. But it would allow $175,000,000 more than the bureau proposed for atomic 
ent.'rtry ptirjioseH. 

'Ilio committee observed that the army intended to continue atomic activities on its 
present Hcalf, "which Is roughly two-thirds of the wartime level." Atomic research would" 
include civilian as well na military applications. 

Publication of secret testimony before an appropriations subcommittee revealed that:' 

1. Gen. Dwight D, Eisenhower believes U. S. occupation forces must be kept overseas for 
five to 10 years, 

2. The armed forces have developed bacteriological warfare to the point where it is more 
de.itructivo than atomic bombs. 

3. Tho army has developed a drug to treat malaria which is superior to atebrlne and qui- 
nine and does not "yellow" patients' skin. 

Funds recommended by the committee wou'd provide an average army strength of 1,279,- 
000 for the fiscal year. Of ■ 
that total, 595,000 could be - 
sUitioncd in the United States, 
G83,000 overseas and 400,000 
awaigncd to the air forces.

Maps showing the proposed route have' 
been printed, and publicity In being sent to 
nBm!paper.s all along the route. 

Here are a few snatches of the publicity 
that Is being gotten out: 

"Over the world's scenic highway, from 
mrglades to glaciers, from citrus groves to 
apple orchards, from sage brush deserts to 
d«nje forests, snow-capped mountains, i 
yons, roaring rivers and mirror lakes! 

"Refrigerated trucks on such a super-hlgh- 
way would carry fresh and quick frozen sea 
fooda, citrus fnilfa, figs. yams, strawberries, 
winter vegetables to the Pacific northwest 
and return with tree ripened apples, apricots, 
peaches, prunes, cherries, peas and berries— 
with Increased profits to producers and lower 
costs to consumers all along the line." 

Imagine Twin Falls— already located 
U. S. 30 and U. 8, 03 and about to be hooked 
up with national airline connections — being 
one of the key points on this great Interna' 
tlonal highway of the future.

TEACEFUL" ACTIVITIES 

Congressional action on the Hobbs "antl 
racketeering" labor bill will have an Im^ 
portant bearing on the post-war economy of 
this country. 

Either congress will decide to make labor 
answerable to the same general restrictions 
that apply to all other phases ot American 
life, or we can expect serious trouble based 
on class distinctions. 

Labor has gone too far In throwing Its 
weight around, but even though the poli- 
ticians may hesitate to admit It, that docs 
not relieve congress from Its responsibility 
of recognizing that Important fact. 

The "antl-niclteteerlnB" labor bill would 
make it b felony to Interfere by robbery or 
extortion or by threats of violence with 
movements of goods in Interstate commerce. 
There can be no logical crttlclam of such a 
measure because it does not Interfere with 
legitimate union activity. 

Although President Truman tried to appear 
tough when the government took a hand In 
the railroad strike, he was careful to confine 
all of his condemnation to "those two men," 
Instead of opening fire on all the labor lead- 
era who have had a part In paralyzing the 
nation's reeonveralon program. 

Even in connection with the "anll-racket- 
eerlng" labor bill. President Truman had hla 
objections which appeared, however, to be 
advanced lor effect. He wanted It to be made 
clear that the measure "does not make it a 
(elcny to strike and picket peacefully." 

When will Mr, Truman, congress, and a lot 
of our politicians quit trying to kid us? We 
ill know that labor is not going to be denied 
the right to strike and picket peacefully, but 
WB also know thit labor has long since ex- 
ceeded all racb limitations. And it la these 
ffiteessBf that ahouid be put to an end wlth-
